Applicants' after final amendments to claims 10-12 and remarks mailed out on Dec. 19, 2006 have been entered because the disclusure 
for reducing cell death by administeration of nucleic acids and the corresponding encoded proteins of the markers can be found in 
paragraph [0044] of specification, and the applicants elected species of nucleic acids encoding NM Acetylcholine receptor alpha 5, and 
further elected retinal cell degeneartion as a species, in the reply dated Feb. 21, 2006 to the Restriction Requirement mailed out on 
October 21, 2005. 

It is noted that the statement on the record of Final Rejection mailed out on Sep. 21, 2006 indicated "This application 10/618,084" (page 2, 
second paragraph) should have been stated as "This application 10/617,885". In the reply dated Dec. 19, 2006 after Final Rejection, 
applicants cancelled claims 1-9, 13-53. 

After reviewing applicants' remarks regarding rejection of claims 10-12 and 18 under 35 U.S.C, 112 first paragraph fro lack of enablement, 
the arguments are found not persuasive. It is noted that claim 18 has been cancelled. The detailed reasons have been recited in the 
Final Rejection mailed out on Sep. 21 , 2006 (pages 3-23). The Final Rejection is maintained of the record. 

It is emphasized that the specification does not provide enableing support for (i) a method of reducing neuronal cell death in a mammal, 
comprsing administering to the mammal a nucleic acid molecule comprising a coding sequence for NM Acetylcholine receptor alpha 5 
(claim 10), (ii) a method of reducing neuronal cell death in a mammal comprising administering to the mammal a purified human neuronal 
marker (NM) protein, NM Acetylcholine receptor alpha 5 (claim 1 1 ), and (iii) the method of claim 1 0 or 1 1 wherein the mammal has retinal 
cell degeneration (claim 12). 

It is further emphasized that the specification only provides a list of genes which were either up-regulated or down-regulated subsequent 
to serum withdrawl from PC12 cells. And, as stated in Final Rejection (lines 1-10, page 23), the changes of gene expression profile 
observed by microarray data between wild type and diseased/treated mammals may represent effects that could not be related to the 
gene whose expression profile is altered. Such changes could be due to other genes downstream or upstream in a pathway and this may 
represent primary, secondary or tertiary effects. Even in the case of a primary effect, it would be case-by-case determination whether 
administeration of a protein or a nucleic acid encoding the protein can reduce neuronal cell death as claimed.
